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Car Use By Teen 
Group Needs Study 


ST. PETERSBURG — Parents 
who do not wisely regulate their 
teenager’s use of the car arë en- 
dangering his high school grades, 
his future and maybe his life. 

This was the main finding of a 
comprehensive study undertaken 
to determine the automobile’s in- 
fluence on teenage behavior, Con- 
ducted by the Allstate Insurance 
Companies. in cooperation with 30 
selected high schools throughout 
the United States and Canada,’the 
study throw a searchlight on 
the academic, driving and social 
habits of 20,000 junior and senior 
youngsters. 

“The study leaves no. doubt that 
it ísn't`the. care but the control 
of its use that is*important,”. Rich- 
ard A. Parker, Florida /regional 
manager of Allstate, “declared. 
“Parents simply must realize’ the 
urgency of exerciging more auth- 
ority over their teenagers in the 
matter of how and when they 
drive.”

Conventions Draws 
Hundreds To State 


TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Development Commission says 
nearly $59-million was spent in 
(Florida during 1959 by delegates 
attending conventions held in Sun- 
shine State cities. The money was 
spent by 550,000 people attending 
state, regional and national con- 
ventions, according to a recent sur- 
vey. 

‘Conventions have become a 
booming part of Flerida’s economy 
and meetings of national import- 
ance are on the increase. A total of 
690 national conventions were held 
in the state in 1959 as against 624 
during 1958,
